The Prefident informed the counfel that 
the Convention would take their requefts 
into confideration, and invited them to the 
honors of the fitiag.

« ‘THAS General upon his appointment 
joined his army near Mentz, where La 
Fayette left them when he abfconded. 
His firft intentions were ‘againft Verdun, 
Which the Pruffians had, about a month 
before, conquered, and ftill retain. 

** General Dumourier met with a great 
check from the Pruffians, and found it moft 
prudent to encamp between Charlons and 
Verdun for the- {pace of feveral weeks, 
when, by private conciliation with the 
King of Pruffia, who commanded his ar- 
my, Verdun was abandoned and imme- 
diacely taken poffeffion of by Dumourier’s 
forces. Leaving a few men in garrifon, 
he bent his forces forward, without lofs of 
time, towards L/illa, from whence he be- 
gan the fiege of Mons, which, after a fe- 
vere combat, and the lofs. of 12,000 men, 
he'carried in his favour, The Auftrians 
were from the number of 15 to 20,000 | 
men, but were fo well intrenched within 
the town, that the French, with difficulty, 
routed them with ati army ‘of 50,000 men. 

«© After this conqueft, Gen. Dumourier 
with great faccefs, gained Bruges, Bruf- 
felles, Ghent, and-got poffeffion of nearly. 
‘all the ‘low countries, following on to Leige 
and Aix-la-Chapelle, which he alfo con- 
quered. Hefe he refted for fome weeks, 
and then bent his cqurfe into Holland, in

ANECDOTES OF DuMouRIER. 


UMOURIER was born at Cambray 
in the year 1740, and was aft. 
Lieutenant in a regiment of Cavalry, when 
he diftinguifhed himfelfin different engege- 
ments, during the German war. When 
Monf. De Vergennes, Minifter of foreign 
Affairs, difcovering in him a bold and en- 
terprizing fpirit, employed him in feveral 
expeditions as {py or fecret emiffary. 
is firft miffion was to the rebel Pugatf- 
cheff, in Ruffia, the French Minifter intend- 
ing to make a divifion in favor of the 
Turks. Pugatfcheff ftated himfelf, in a 
Manifefto fent qver al! Ruffia, to be the 
‘Emperor Peter IIId. A icular ac- 
count of this rebel and his hiftory, is to be 
feen in Mr. Cox's travels through Ruffia 
and Sweden. Dumourier, under the name 
* of Beaupres, was his Lieutenant and Coun- 
fellor in all hisexpeditions where, cruelty, 
under and murder were not {pared ; he 
ad in the 
the Roffians, but at !aft was taken prifoner, 
and executed at Mcrocco. Dumourieref- 
caped. Ina Ruffian book called Wafilite’s 
of the rebel Pogatfcheff which is 
tranflated into German, his porgrait, which 
was fent to all the jurifdiGions in Roffia, 
was fo well made, that I recolle&ed him 
taht year when | faw him at Paris 
In 1774 he was fent to Poland, as a fe- 
eret emi to the confederates. He in- 
termixed with both parties, but his intri- 
were foon difcovered, and Prince Sa- 
ieha threw him out of awindow at Warfaw, 
which he had his leg broke, and was 
gather lame. ; 
During the American war he refided at 
London, under the name of Lemoignon. 
When he returned to France, he was made 
Captain of the Port of Cherburg, where he 
Yived in obfcurity till the begining of the 
Revolution,when he performed the Farce 
of a Jacobin, but in fa&t was an Ariftocrat. 
He was called into the Minifiry, where 
he betrayed the King, the Nation and the 
Jacobins, caufed war to be declared, and 
by his intrigues fuffered the French to be 
beat at Mons and Tournay, removed his 
rival La Fayette, and overturned his Fellow 
Minifters Servan and. Clavier, on purpofe 
to be Prime Minifter. 
~ He propofed to the King to give him ay 
order to aflaffinate the whole Notional Af. 
fernbly, but as the King rejected this offer

‘They cannot form the bafis of gub.ic obli- 
gation. 

But the affertiontakes more for granted, 
than there is reafon to believe true. 

Louis the XVI. no doubt took part in 
our conteft from reafons of ftate ; but Lou- 
is the XVI: was a humane kind-hearted 
than, The aéts of his early youth had en- 
titled him to this character. It is natural 
for a man of fuch a difpofition to become 
interefted in the caufe of thofe whom he 
protects or aids: and if the concurrent tef- 
timony of the period may be credited, there 
was no man in France more perfonally 
friendly to the caufe of this country than 
Louis the XVI. 1 am much mifinformed 


if repeated declarations of the venerable 


Franklin did not atteft this faé, 


It is a juft tribute to the poeple of! 


France to admit, that they manifefted a 
lively intereft in the caufe of America ; 
but while motives are fcanred who can fay 


‘how much ofit is to béafcrjbed to the 


antipathy which they bore to their rival 


wneighbours ; how mach to their fympathy 
in the objec of dtr purfuit ? Ic is certain 


that the love ofliberty was nota national 
fentiment in France, when a zeal for our 
caufe firft appeared among that people. 
There is reafon to believe too, that tke 
attachment to our caufe, which eltimately 
became very extenfive, if not general, did 


not originate with the mafs of the French 


people. It began with the circles more 
immediately conneéted with the govern- 
ment, and was thence diffufed through 
the nation, : 

This obfervation, befides its tendency 
to. correct ideas, which are ‘caculated to 
give a falfe direétion.to the public feeling, 
may ferve to check the {pirit of illiberal 
inveétive, which has been wantonly indul- 
ged againft thofe diftinguifhed friends of 
America, who, though the authors of the 
French revolution, have fallen vi&tims to it; 
becauife their principles would not permit 
them to go the length of an entire fubver- 
fion of the monarchy. 

The preachers of gratitude are not afha- 
med to brand Lowisthe XVI. as a tyrant, 
and La Fayette as atraitor: But how can 
we wonder at this, when they infinuate a 
diftrufteven of a—— 104 

In urging the friendly difpofition to our 
caufe, manifefted by the people of France, 
as a motive to our gratitude towards that 
people, itought not to be forgotten, that 
thofe difpofitions were not confined tothe 
inhabitants of that country. They were 
eminently fhared by the people of the U- 
nited Provinces, produced to us valuable. 
pecuniary aids from their citizens, and 
eventaMly involved them in the war on the 
fame fide with us. It may be added too, 
that here the patronage of-our caufe 
emphatically began with the community, 
not originating as in France with the gov- 


ernment, but finally implicating the gov- 


ernment in the confequ:nces. 

Our caufe’ had alfo namerous friends 
in othercountries; even in that with which 
we were at wir—Condudted with  pru- 
dence, moderation, juftice -and humanity. 
it may be faid to have been a popular caufe

The difpofitions of the individual citi.

As far as there is foun- 
dation for it, it mutt be referred to the 
Services rendered to us; and, in the firft 
inftance, to the-urfortunate monarch that 
rendered them. This is the conclufion of 
nature and reafon.

OBSERVATIONS on the FRONTIERS 
of FRANCE, 
By the late Lieut. Gen. Luoyn. 

THE frontier of France, towards Ger. 
many, begins at Bafil, in Switzerland, and 
runs in various dire€tions from thence to 
Dunkirk, in French Flanders. I thall di- 
vide this long Jine into three parts, ‘and 
confider each of them feparately. The 
firft part goes from Bafil to Landau, and 
covers Alfatia: it is near 130 miles in 
length. The fecond part goes from Lan- 
dau to Sedan, on the Mofelle, covers Lor- 
rain on the fidé of the ejoétorate of Treves, 
the Dutchies of Duex Ponts, Luxember 
and Limburg : it is 190 miles in length. 
From Sedan down the Meufe to Charle- 
mont, in French flanders, and then to 
Dunkirk, goes the third part, and is about 
150 miles; fo that this whole frontier is 
about 470 miles. 

The firft part of this line is covered by 
the Rhine, on which are placed Hanning- 
hen, New Brifac, Strafburg and Landau, 
all which are very ftrong. Strafburg has a 
bridge over the Rhine ; on the back part of 
Alface runs a chain of mountains, which fee 
parates it from the Franche Comte and Low 
raine ; the diftance between thofe moun. 
tains is from 10 to1g miles. An army ene 
camped near Strafburg, covered by the 
Rhine and the fortrefles above mentioned, 
could with eafe prevent an enemy from paf- 
fing that river or at leaft from befieging any 
of them,-aid without taking them all, he 
could not feparate his army, and take his 
winter quartersin Alface, while the French 
have any confiderable force encamped or 
cantoned in the mountains above mentions 
ed. Lam therefore furprifed the Auftrians 
ever made any attempts cn that fide; and 
much more fo that the French were fo very 
alarmed at it. For my part | am confident 
that an able General, at the head of thirty 
or forty thoufand men, fo far from being 
terrified at the epproach of an enemy, or 
oppofing his pafling the Rhine would with 
to fee him fhut up between the mountains, 
the river and the fortreffes; breaute he 
would {ee the facility of preventing his re- 
paffing it at all, & of cutting him offentirely 

The fecond part ‘ofthe French frontier, 
viz. the line which goes from Lan‘au 
to Sedan, is very ftrong, both by nature 
and by art, having feveral ftrong places on 
it: and the country before itis no lefs 
difficult, being very mountainous, avd 


i confequently full of narrow paffles. The 


dire€tion of this line is concave towards 
that part“of Germany ; fo that an enemy 
who advances on that fide, mutt have his 
depots onthe Rhine, at Mentz or Cob: 
Jentz. or at Maeftricht and Namur, on 
the Meuf: : in both cafes the army, which 
{ fuppofe encamped at Landau. can hinder 
him from advancing from the Rhine, by 
acting on his line of operation on that fide, 
while another of forty thoufand men, placed 
on the Meufe near Sedan, will prevent an 
army from advancing into Lorraine or 
Champagne on that fide. 

Whether we confider the ftrength of 
this line, the dire@tion of it, or, finally the 
obftacles which the country before it offers, 
it will appear that no enemy can approach 
it, much lefs attack it, with any profpee 
of faccefs ;, a fmall corps pofted at Luxem- 
bourg might indeed advance fiom thence, 
and ravage a. few villages in hafte ; but no 
folid enterprize.can, I think ever be ex- 
ecuted on that fide. 

The third and laft part of the French 
frontier rugs through Sedan down the 
Meutfe to Charlemont. from thence to Dur. 
kire and is t50 miles in length—It hes 
berm the Ceneof fucceilive wars for near 


—* 


two centuries, the moi expenfive bloody 
and durable, of any recorded in the annals 
of mankind. 


This line is ftronger by art than by na-, 


ture, having a prodigious number of {tron 
fortreffes and pofts upon it ; moreover it 
Projects in many places, fo that an enemy 
can enter it no where, without having fome 
of them in front or on his flanks ; his dee 
pots muft be at Namur, Mons and Tour- 
nay. An army of forty thoufand men pla- 
ced on the Sambre, & another of equal force 
about Conde, will bridle his operations 
that he cannot advance a ftep without im- 
minent danger ; for that which we fappofe 
on the Sambre, by makking nature, pene- 
trate into the country to Bruffels, &c. which 
will force the enemy to-retire, and abandon 
his own frontier. In the prefent ttate of 
Auftrian Fianders, & the adjacent parts of 
Holland, nothing could prevent the two 
armies from over ranning the above men- 
Sioned countries in one campaign. 

!n_ the war for the facceffion of Spain at 
the beginning of the prefent century, ten 
fuccefsfu! campaigns brought the allies no 
farther than Landrecy, not thirty miles 
from the Auftrian frontier ; a very confider- 
able defeat at Denain, obliged Prince 
Eugene to raife the fiege of that. and ina 
fhort time abandoned his conquefts, the 
fruits of many viétories. 

I know mokt people fuppofe this was ow- 
in-r to the defeétion of the Englith. Had 
this never taken place, perhaps the allies 
might in time have advanced to the Marne, 
and fent parties to the Scine; but will any 
Ollicer fuppofe, that an army, marching 
that line from Mons, Tournay, &c. could 
feparate and take winter quarters on the 
above mentioned rivers, while the French 
were in poffeffion of Pickardy, Normandy 
and Champagne? Noit isimpoffible : the 
great fault of the French Generals, when

my in front, whereas they fhould have o- 
perated againft their Aanks. 

; final eventof this long and bloody 
war fhews the ftrength of this frontier and 
the prodigious refources of tie houfe of 
Bourbon. From the defcription we have 
of the French frontier towards Germany 
and Flanders, though very incomplete, it 
Appears that an enemy, though his do- 
min‘ons were on the upper Rhine, oppofite 
to A'face fhould find it extremely difficult, 
Or rather impoffible, to conquer that pro- 
vince, from whence alone he could pene 
trate into Lorrain, &c. 

The fecond part of the French frontiers 
from Landau to the Meufe, cannot be at- 
tacked by any German power reir 
up the Mofelle, between the Rhine an 
the Meufe : the event of the different wars 
waged in Flanders proves the faperiority 
of the French; I mean the fuperior advan- 
tager they pofiefs in aétion on that fron- 
tier. which are indeed fo very great, that 
no forces can be coll-€ed and fupported in 
Flanders by the houfe of Auftia the Eng. 
lith, the Dutch, and the German Princes, 
which can preferve that country. againft 
the efforts of the French: mot certainly 
the Auftrians alone cannot do it.

CIRCULAR, to the Coriscrons of the 
Customs. as 
Philadelpiia, Auguft 4th, 1793: 
IR, 

1T appearing that repeated contraven- 
tions of wae nentiality ave taken place in 
the ports of the United States, without 
having been difcovered in time for_pre- 
vention or-remedy, I have it in’ command 
from the Prefident, to addrefs to the col- 
leGtors of the refpective diftri€ts a particu- 
lar inftruétion on the fubject. 

Itis expected, that the officers of the 
cuftems in each diftriét, will in the courfe 
of their official funétions have a vigilant 
eye upon whatever may be paffing within 
the ports, harbours, creeks, inlets and wa- 
ters of fuch diftriét of a nature to contra- 
yene the laws of neutrality, and upon difco- 
very of any thing of the kind will give im- 
mediate notice to the governor of the ftate 
and to the attorney of the judicial diftrict, 
comprehending the diftriét of the cuftoms 
within which any fach contravention may 
happen. . 

To affift the judgment of the officers on 
this head, I tranfmit herewith a {chedule of 
rules, concerning fundry particulars, which 
have been adopted by the Prefident, as de- 
du€tions from the laws of neutrality, eftab- 
lished and received among nations. ate 
ever fhall be contrary to thefe rules will, 
of courfe, be to be notified, as above 
mentioned.

You will obferve by 
the rules tranfmitted, that the term priva- 
teer is underftood not to extend to veffels 
armel for merchandize and war, common- 
ly called with us Jesters of marque, nor, of 
courfe to veflels of war in the immediate 
fervice of the government of either of the 
powers at war.

NEW-Y ORK, March 7. 
BY the Almy, jn 68 days from Ca. 
diz, we learn, that abou: the latter part 
of November, Col. Lind{ey, by order 
of the Commandan: at Toulon, made a 
vigorous fortie fronr tae forireis of 
Malgue—but after exhibiting prodigics 
of valour, was repul’ed with great lots : 
Toat next day, on the parade, he was 
bitterly reproached by Gen. O'Hara, 
tor mivondutt ; but confcious of ha- 
ving done his duty as a brave officer, 
and unable to exit under infamy, how- 
ever unmerited, inflanily fhot himfelf.

ON ihe 1gth of December, feveral 
delercersirom the French camp invelt- 
ing Toulon entered that place, and gave 
intorinativn that a general aflault was 
thortly intended on. all the out-pofts. 
‘Lhe belieged accordingly nade prepa- 
rations tw receive them. On the night 
of che 16th, at half pat 13 o'clock, the 
attack commenced; but was principal- 
ly diretted at the Grand Camp, or Fort, 
which commanded the harbor. After 
very great Carnage on both. des, the af- 
failants became Mafters of it next mor. 
ning, about 8 o'clock, taking fome pri- 
fgners—others made their eicape to a- 
nother fort, still in tha pofleffion of the 
allies. On this dilafter, a council of 

eneral officers was called, who con- 
cluded to evacuate the placé, and to 
carry away as many of the royalilts as 
they poflibly could. Thefe determi- 
natiogs, being taken, the arfenal was 
burnt down. On the 18th the embar- 
kation commenced ; but fo great was 
their precipitation, that although the 
Briuith faved their effetls.except a few 
pieces of cannon, the allies loft the 
whole. |. . 

Tue troops were. foon on board. 
Whule the embarkation was going on, 
a contiderable body of the ciuzens, at- 
tached tothe caule of the Republic, af- 
fembled and ‘cried out, “* Vive la Re- 
publique,” and would have attacked the 
troops ; but Lord Hood had fome time 
before difarmed them, and rendered 
their intentions abortive.

We have found them in various fitua- 
tions, fome laying on the floor, as blvo- 
dy as if they had been dipt init, with- 
out any appearance of their having had, 
even adrink of water for their relief ; 
others laying on a bed with their cloths 
en, as if they had come in fatigued, 
and Jay down to reft; foie appeared 
as if they had fallen dead on the floor, 
from the pofition we found them in. 
Several affecting inftances occurred, 
when we are engaged in burying the 
dead. We have been called to bury 
fome, who, when we came, we found 
alive ; at other places we found a parent 
déad,.‘aud none but little babes to be 
feen, whofe ignorance led them to think 
their parent was afleep ; on account of 
their, fituation, and their little ‘prattle, 
we have been fo wounded and our fee. | 
lings fo hurt, that we almoft concluded 
‘to withdraw. from our undertaking, but | 
feeing others fo backward, we itll 
went on. 


ed, we were lent to bury her—on our 
entering the houfe and taking the cof. 
fin in, a dear little innocent accofted us, 
with, “* mamma is afleep, don’t wake 
her ;"” but when the faw us put her in- 
to the coffin, the diflrefs of the child 
was fo great, that it almoft overcame 
us; when fhe demanded wh ut 
her mamma in the box?

ted, aud taking the woman up found 
her perfeétiy fober, but fo far gone with 
the dilorder that fhe was not able to 
help herfelf; the hard hearted man 
that threw her down, fhut the door and 
left her—in fuch a fituation, fhe might 
have perifhed ina few minutes ;.we 
heard ot it, and took her to Buth-hill.

In the name of the Franc Nation. 
C¢ HE Reprefentatives of the 
people with the Department 
of the Centre and Wett, conlidering 
that the French can acknowledge no o- 
ther privileged  figns except the Law, 
Juftice, and Liberty ; no other Wor- 
ihip except that of Univerfal Morality ; 
no other ‘Doétrine except that of Na- 
tional Sovercignty, and Omnipotence ; 
coniidering that, 1f at the moment when 
the Republic folemnly declares that fhe 
allows an. equal proteétion to the exer- 
cife of the worthips of every religion, 
it was lawkul for every feét8ry to eltab- 
fifh on the public fquares, on the roads, 
in the ftreets, the tokens of their ref.

CHARLESTON, March 19. 
Monday night a riot took place at the 
Theatre, which had nearly produced 
fome very ferious confequences. Two 
or three Fregchmen, belonging to the 
privateers of their nation now in the 
harbor, having treated fome ladies in 
the boxes with much rudenefs and in- 
decency, were very properly and de- 
fervedly turned out ofthe houfe: In 
cenfequence of this meafure, they 
went down to the bay, where they re- 
ported that one of their couniryinen 
had beenmurdered. They ‘thortly at- 
ter returned with a confiderable num- 
ber of failors, headed by the Captain of 
the Lafcarzas, and accompanied by a 
well known relident of this city. The 
were all armed with cutlaifes and other 
offenfive weapons. The evening's en- 
tertainment being juft over at this time, 
they indifcriminately attacked the per- 
fons who were coming out of the The- 
‘atre, feveral of whom were wounded. 
Not content with thefe heroic feats they 
proceeded to demolifh fome carriages, 
cutting the traces, and wounding the 
horfes.. ‘The alarm bell being rung, a 
great many of the Inhabitants, who had 
retired to reft, left their beds, and re- 
paired to the fcene ot a&tion. Parties 
trom the feveral .nilitary corps were 
ou, and wih fome difficulty the riot 
was quelléd. Fourteen of the ringlead- 


} ers were fecured, and lodged in the 


gear boule fome of them being much 
urt before they fubmmitted, and three 
others were paroled. 

They remained under a ftrong guard. 
Among the prifoners is the lieutenant 
of the Lafcarzas, who is wounded.

SOUTHERN ELECTIONS. 

In thofe who have witneffed the 
urbanity and good order with which 
even conte/ied eleétions are conduéted 
in the Kaltern States, und who féel the 
importance of their being “ as free as 
nature fir made nan,” the following 
particulars uit excite altonilhment 
and regret, They are taken froma 
recent debate in Congrels, on the tria! 
of theeleétion of Mr. FRANCIS PRES- 
TON, returned from the State of /er- 
gia. In reply to one of the commit. 
tee of eleétions who deemed the elec- 
tion illegal, on account Of ile violence 
and diforder atcending it. 

— Mr. S.Smith (of Maryland) faid, 
that in eleétions tor the Eattern States, 
< the citizens met in imall bodies; and 
they condufted the bufinefs with that 
order and decency, which become the 
true Republican character. But it was 
the miStorcune of the fouthern fates, 
that there citizens allembled in_large 
bodies—the elettors of a county met 
all tégether before the. fheriff and gave 
their votes at the fame time. Hence 
it appears, as the matter was defcribed 
by Mr. S. Smith, that an eleétion in 
the fouthern ftaies is nothing but a 
nurfery of {uperiative mifchief. He 
faid that he was fomewhat furprifed at 
hearing another menibeng(Mr. We 
_,», Smith) expres fo much Himeni,at 
". am-ele&tion riot. The gentleman had 
saecels to the hiftory of a certain clec- 
tion, where the very chancellor of a

ing his party. Much had: been faid 
about the enormity of knocking down 
a jultice of ihe peace; and in the re- 
port the affair was fated as if the ma- 
ome had been at the cdurt houfe, in 
is official capacity “ now Sir,” faid 
Mr. Sinith, ‘* in this part ‘of it, the re- 
port isnot fair.

HARTFORD, July 7. 
New-Milford, ‘June 24th, 1794. 

LAST Thurfday week we were vilited 
with the meft tremendous Tornado ever 
known in thefe parts, or perhaps in Ameri- 
ca. Itentered-this town a little below the 
north-weft corner, and proceeded a few de- 
grees fouth of eaft. 

Several intelligent gentlemen have pur- 
fued its path thre’ this town, and made as 
accurate objervations as the confufed ruins 

-will pérmit. Its breadth at # medium was 
about 60 rods, varying: according to the 
fituation of the ground, widek in valleys. 

Happily for us it paffed thro’ a traét not 

the mot thickly inhabited. The havock 
it made with timber is undefcribable. The 
fturdieft oaks and tougheft walnuts; with 
every Other tree in its way, are pyoftrated 
in every direétion ; fome tora up by the 
roots, but moft twifted off from 3 to 15 feet 
high. - Jts path through woede is -vifible as 
far asthe eye can reach—Every fence is 
demolifhed ; not {paring even the ftone 
walls, Providentially but few cattle were 
killed; a3 eae were deftroyed, or 
materially damaged; being all, faye one, 
in its courfe—of thefe, r2 were unroofed, 
and otherwife racked and torn; * barns 
were demolifhed from the foundations; + 
/g houfes were deftreyed ; ~ one of the 
~heafes owned by Mr. Ben. Stone, jun. was 
fiript of all its covering and much of its 
timber, and {wept of all its furniture, cloth- 
ing and provifion, to the Jower floor. 
fearcely amarticle was found whole, and 
much cannot be found at all. Mrs. S. was 
notathome; Mr. S. with 4 children took 
te the barn, which was new and ftrong, 
but juft as they entered the bay, the bara 
overigt, and they were carried under the 
fills into the yard, where timber and frag- 
ments of trees were conftantly pitching a- 
round; yet they efcaped with flight 
wounds. 

Another houfe owned by Mr. Thad. 
Cole, fuffered, if poffible, a Mill greater 
deftradtion. And what adds peculiar dif- 
trefe, Mrs. Cole with her infant child and a 
certain Mr. Tucker were buried in the ru- 
ins. By the afliftance of neighbors they 
were extricated, after lying about an hour 
inmifery. Thechild was killed in its me- 
ther’s arms; the mother much bruifed, and 
Mr. Tucker is fappofed to be mortally 
wounded. - 

In another place, Mr. John Carpenter 
with two fons, one 11 years old, and § or 
6 hiredmen, were caught in the center of 
the vortex —They all fell on their faces 
and cluagta the grafs, where they were 
violently whipped up and down, and con- 
fiderably bruifed ;—rails and trees were 
dro ped thick *bout them; one ftruck a- 
crofs Mr. C. and his little fen, wounded 
the former in his back;.and beat the head of 
the latter twoinches into the ground; and

FRONTIERS of AUSTRIA April 11. 
The infurre&tion in Poland, whic 
our court had not calculated upon, has 
occafioned here the moft lively appre:

Perhaps it will not be unacceptable to 
give fome account of the amazing ftrength 
and terrible appearance of this phenome- 
non.

A horfe ef Mr. Carpenter’s, wae talcen 
up and carried‘12z rods againft a iteep fide 
hill, where he indented the ground with 
his body § or 6 inches deep ; then whirled 
back nearly the fame diftance, and found 
dead. Another horfe, which was hitched 
at the door of Mr. J. Marth, (who was a 
great fufferer) was found 40 or 50 rods 
ever aftone wallin a field of wheat. A 
new heavy ox-cart, was torn in pieces and

The few troops that remain- 
ed with me, foon gave way before fach fu- 
ior numbers, nor was it in my. power, 
with oe F could ufe, affitted by 
thofe of the officers who were about me to 
rally them. At that moment the advano- 
ed partics of the columr from Lifle, thewed 
themfelves upon the road between Roubaix 
nd Mouvaix, and I found it impoflible to | 


fueceed in the attempt which I made to

(hus circumitanced, ! turned my atten- 
tion to join General Fox's brigade, bac 
upon proceeding to Roubaix for that pur- 
pole, 1 found it in the poffedlion of the en- 
ey. . 

Thus completely cut off from every 
part of my corps, nothing remained for me 
todo but to force my way to that of Gen- 
eral Quo, and to concert meafures. with 
him to free my own troops. 

This 1 efteéted accompanied by a few 
éragoons of the 16th regiment, with great 
difficulty, but the project of marching up- 
on Lannoy, to which General Otto had 
confented, as a meafure whieh would 
greatly facilitate the retreat of my corps 

ing given up, upon finding that the Hef- 
fians had been obliged to abandon that 
place, | found myfelf under the painful 
neceffity of continuing with Gen. Ouo’s 
column the remainder of the day. 

Previous to this I had fent orders: to 
Gen. Abertromby to retire from Mov- 


_Veaux, to the heights behind Roubaix 


where it was my intention to have aff<m- 
bled my eorps ; and the Coldftream bat- 
talion had been pofted to cover the commu- 
nication till he effeéted his retreat. In 
confequence of thefe direétions. Gen. 
Abercromby bepan his retreat, and on his 
arrival upon the heights of Roubaix, find- 
ing himfelf furrounded upon all fides with- 
out a poffibility of affembling the corps, 
determined to costinue it to Lannoy. 
Phis he effe&ted amidft the repeated at- 
tacks of the enemy, who poured upon him 
from all parts. Gen. Abercromby found 
Lannoy alfo in pofleffion of the enemy, 
but he avoided the town by marching 
round it under a very heavy fire, and foon 
after reached Templeuve. 

Maj. Gen. Fox, after fuftaining, with 
great refolution, a very.vigorous attack 
from the principal part of the column which 
came from Lifle, began hie retreat alfo, and 
finding himfelf cut off fromthe brigade of 
guards, and Lannoy occupied by she en- 
emy, he dircéted his march upon the vil- 
lage of Leers. at ag eo a 
column of Lieut.

this occafion. I regret that it is fo t, 
but when the nature ofthe action. is con- 
fidered, and that it was conduéted in a 
country the moft favorable te the views of 
the enemy. that tHey could have wished for, 
while their perfect. -knowledge..of thefe 
parts enabled them t@ take every advan. 
tage of it, it might have been expe@ed to 
have been more cofiderable, From the 
badnefs of the roads, the lofs of the horfes, 
and the timidity of the drivers, the leaving 
a part of our artillery became inevitable. 

[am to defire that you will affure. his 
Majeity that the officers and men fhewed 
all rhe firmnefs and refolution on this oc- 
cafion that could be expeéted from them ; 
and it would bean injuftice due to the reft 
to diftinguifh any particular corps. The 
abilities and coolnefe with which Lieut. 
General Abercromby and Major-General 
Fox, conduged their different corps under 
thefe trying circumftances, require, how- 
ever, that I fhould particularly notice 
them. : 

It is a peculiar confolation to me that the 
column under my command executed to the 
fall extent their intended part of the oper- 
ation ; and thatin the check which they 
afterwards fuftained, the conduct of the 
Britifh troops has entitled them to the 
warmieft expreffions of gratitude and admi- 
ration onthe part of his imperial M:jetty.

TOURNAY, MAY 17. 

A general attack by the allied army at 
this place having been conferted for this 
day, a column, confifting chiefly of Briti 
and Hanoverians, marched Jatt night to- 
wards Lannoy, where they arrived about 
midnighc, and lay allnight on their arms. 

Early this morning they attacked the 
French, who, after a thert refittance, re- 
treated in corfufion. The Britith troops 
purfued them through Lannoy to Roubaix 
where a matket batiery was opened upon 
them, which did ednfiderable mifchief ; 
they, however, maintained their ground 
with more bravety, perhaps, than pra« 
cence ; and althowgh they found Roubaix 
ftrongly defended both by horfe and foot, 
tney pufhed on to {-veral other villages, 
and took the poft of Mouvaux. 

The left wing of his Royal Highnefs’s 
army was equally fuccefsful for forme time. 
Che main body of them obtained pofleffion 
of Watlaw, while a large detachment pro- 
ceeded to Moucron, ‘This laft poh 1s of 
great importance. [t was the lofs ofit 
that had laid the foundation of all Clair- 
fayts difafters. The poffeflion of it by the 
Ailies would probably have enabled them 
to cut off the retreat of the French Army. 
It commands both Courtray and Menin. 
lis value appears ro have been well under- 
ftood, as the French defended it with great 
obftinacy, and baffled our attempts to take 
it bd 


This night the Britifs troops keep pof- 
feffion-of iil the pofts they have ech ek: 
though they have fuffered very fcverely, 
particularly from the mafket batteries o- 
pened at Rouwbaix.. We have taken three 
pare of cannon, and the Auftrians on our 
eft have taken a confidcrable quantity of 
Artillery.

From the following detail, tiere is great 
reafon to.believe that the French permitted

‘The Britith Troeps, however, intoxica- 


ted with their fucceffes on the day before, 
were not fully aware of their fituation, till 
its peril was confiderably increafec. The 
Auftrians and Hanoveriins on their left 
were kept in check by incredible hords 
from Lifle, while the numbers which pour- 


ed down from Courtray on the right threat- jl 


ened for fome time to make our whole bo- 
dy prifoners. _ 

In ghis fituation the Bricith Army found 
themfelves compelled to enfure their retreat 
by fighting their way through the enemy. 
This they accomplifhed in the moft gallant 
manner, though with a mielanchely lofs, 
both of men and officers. 

The, Hanoverians were the firit to re- 
treat. They created the greateft confufi- 
on; for their cavalry not only deftroyed 
our feot, but threw the whole army into 
fuch diforder that they became a helplefs 
prey to the purfuing enemy. Their con- 
duét proved more fatal than the hoftility 
of the French. Ee -

And. it-is alfo true; tha 
they are commonly chofen from amongit 
en, who age agt totally cefitute of legal 
acquirements,—-from amongft. men ho 
may be competent to judge, and who are 
frequently the aétual judges, in fome of 
the inferior Courts in the State. Indeed it 
is a curious fact, which will not be over-. 
looked by the Freemen, that there are in 
ithe Court of Errors fourteen judges, elevew 
of which are at this very Kine, Judges of 
County Courts.

- A lawfuit is-commenced before, 
County Court and decided.—It is carried 
by appeal to the Superior Court and’ the 
judgment is reverfed ; and from thence it 
goes to the Court of Errors, where a bench 
of County Court Judges reverfe the deci- 
fion of the Superior Court, and ‘affirm the 
original judgment .of the Court iv the 
County.

‘ Defigns of perfonal violence againft tie 
infpeétor of the revenue himfelf to force him 
toa sefignation, were repeatedly attempt- 
ed to be put in execution by armed parties, 
but by different circumftances were - fruf- 
trated. 

In the feffion of Congrefs which com- 
menced in Oétober, 1791 the law, haying 
aduty on difilled {piriis and ftills, came 
under the revifion of Congrefs as had been 
avticipated.

PEACE BETWEEN FRANCE | 


AND SPAIN. 
Hamburgh, April 25. 

Since my laft; 1 have to an- 
noance ‘to you a ‘Freaty ‘of 
‘Peace and Amity between the 
French and the King of Spain, of 
which the conditions are not yet 
known. If we credit reports; 
the above treaty contains: many 
fecret articles, relative to the 
Weft-Itidies and America, which 
it would not .be very honorable 
for Spain to grant, as thofe con- 
ditions are entirely contrary to 
the interefts of Great-Britain in 
the .Weftern Hemifphere, ' and 
humiliating‘ for any Power that 
couldaccédetothem. The Pre- 
liminaries of the Treaty with 
his: Catholic Majefty, have not 
yet been laid before the Conven- 
tion, becaufe it: is fill doubtful 
whether the Ratification will be 
quite fo readily granted at Mad- 
‘rid, asthe former were ¢figned at 
Paris. 

Spain is alfo to pay a eonfids 
erable fum of money for the ex- 
penfes of the war ; and hopes 
are given to the Spaniards of an 
opportunity probably offering 
itfelf foon, to retake Gibraltar, 
in which point ‘they might on 
certain conditions, obtain the 
afliftance of the French Govern- 
ment. 

Naples, whofe very exiftence 
depends in fome meafure on the 
politics of the Spanith Cabinet, 


is not included in the ‘Treaty, 


and continues to co-operate with 
the Britith force and intereft in 
the Miditetrancan, with the fup- 
port of which it expeés to bid 
defianee to the afpiring views.of 
the French Convention.
